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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 6 and 8-1 1 are allowable. The restriction requirement between species, as set forth in the 
Office action mailed on 4/13/06, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 8-1 1 , directed to different species 
are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 8-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, 
including the previously cited Corwin reference, does not teach nor fairly disclose the concentration of the 
gaseous mixture of ozone and oxygen is between 5ppm and 20ppm and the content of oxygen is 
between 80-97% saturation, while maintaining the pH at at least 7.4. The concentrations disclosed in the 
immediate application yields an unexpected result.
